The Commercial says. 

“The facts obtained from the officers of the 
road rain No. 1 leit Louisville at 3:30 
o' clock y 5 morning, and was due here at 
7:3. The train consisted of a baggage and 
smoking-car and three Pullman sleeping coach- 
es, and had between 150 and 175 passengers At 
a point midway between Spar and Glencoe 
at about 5:40 0’clock, all thecars except the en 
gine and tender left the track Several passen- 
gera were slightly bruised and scratched, but 
nobody was ge iously hurt.’ a 

“Our reporter next made the rounds ol the 
hotels on the hunt for injured passengers. Al 
the Burnet house Messrs. T. G. Merrit and A. 
F. Farrell, of New Orleans, were reg stered 
Mr. Farrell had several bruises about hit head, 
but is uc t seriously injured. They were r.di 
in the smoking car at the time of the — 
Mr. Merritt says the train was rounding & 
curve at the rate of at least forty mile 
an hour; the baggage car left ‘ the 
track and turned over severa' times, re 
thinks, stopping in the ditch at least forty 
feet from the track. The smoking car weat off 
on the same side track, the forward part going 
into the ditch and the rear remaining on the 
topof the embankment. The passengers were 
al. thrown intoa heap: and many were quite 
seriously injured. The three sleepers did not 
go down the embankment, but turned over on 
the side of the track. Both these gentlemen 
attribute the accident t the sliding of the track 
and not to a broken rail as first reported. 

Mr. H. G. Askew, a merchant of Tyler, Texag 
with his wife, was on the, train. au 11% stop- 
ping at the St. James hotel. He corroborates 
the statements of Messrs. Merritt and Farrell as 
to the speed of the train,and the probable cause 
of the accident. Mr. Askewand wife had just 
left their sleeping berth and were at the ladics' 
wash-room, she inside, and he standing at the 
door, ween the accident occurred. They 
were thrown violently into a corner, and the 
Water tanks overhead completely drenched 
them. Mr. Askew at first supposed the train 
had gone into a river, but, on gaining his feet 
and getting his wife up, was over-joyed to find 
out his mistake He describes the scene in the 
car as one of the wildest confusion, except that 
little noise was made by any of the passengers. 
W hen the car turned over those sleeping on the 
upper side were thrown out of their berths, and 
the lower side presented a mass of struggling 
humanity, amid car cushions, mattresses, bed- 
clothing, valises, satchels, lunch baskets and 
spittoons, It required only a few minutes 
however, to restore order, and release those who 
had been almost smothered betweenthe mat- 
treases. One of the upper berths closed up 
against the ceiling of the car, and fora few 
minutes it was feared had smothered a little 
child which was sleeping there. Fortunately it 
was taken out all right, though badly frighten- 
ed. Mr Askew received several seyere bruises 
about his head, one on his right fore: rm and 
his right hand had the skin scraped off in sev- 
eral places. Mrs Askew received several bad 
bruises about her lower limbs, and was-suffer- 
ing considerable pain last evening. 

Mr. J. Heinsheimer and Mr. W. H. Dewes, 
of New Ofleans, were registered st the Gibson 
house The formeris quite seriously injured. 
His knee-cap was knocked e dislo- 
cated, and he reéeiVell in ugly euf near his 
right eye. His injuries were attended to 
promptiy on his arrival. ang evening he. 
‘was: reported as resting very rtab’y. Mr. 
Dewes’ injuries were slight. He thinks uearly 
every passenger on the train received some 
mark by the accident, though in a majority of 
the cases they were hardly worth mention. 

Mr Chas J Campbell of Mongomery, Alabama, 
was on the train, and the subject of much 
sympathy from other passengers. Mr Campbell 
is cashier of the first national benk of Mont- 
gomery, and he hed In the dead bod- 
ies of his, two children, en route to Pomeroy 
Ohio; for interment. Bowed m grief at his 
loss; the shock of the accident was terribe; and 
the nervous excitement that followed threaten- 
ed Mrs. Campbell with serious results. Fortu- 


nately the boxes containing their dead children 


were found not to be damaged, and they arrived 
here all right, and were placed on the Ashland 
for Pomeroy, last evening. 21

24 less favorable; 19 eport stands much better 
than last ye r; 3‘ equally as good; 8 not as good, 
though of fair average; 6 report the weed as 
forming bloom and bolling better than for years 
past; 46 equal to last year, 2report shedding; 6 
not forming or blooming well; 24 re ort general 
condition of crop good and better than last year; 
24 conditio. equal to last year; 12 condition not 
good and very small, and the appearance oi 
rust caused by excessive rains, all report with 
few exceptions. The crop being laid by in 
good condition, clear of grass and weeds, 
‘hough rather smaller in growth than last year. 

+e county reports the appearance of lice, and 
„ne county having suffered so much from 
drought, that they do not expect to make more 
than half crop. 

Aveusta, Ga., August 10.—Taking a broad 
view at the section allotted this exchange we 
conclude the crop generally in very flattering 
condition, asa whole, pointing (should ther.
